A decision on that was 
expected late today. 


Ranger-7 was expected to col­ 
lide with the moon at a speed 
of 4,668 miles an hour at 9:25 
a m., EDT, Friday. About 131 ^ 
minutes before impact, televi­ 
sion cam eras will bt- activated 
and the spacecraft’s six cam ­ 
eras should transmit back to 
earth the historic photos.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Clair Engle, 
D-Calif., 
a one­ 
time cowboy whose razor-sharp 
tongue 
and 
love 
of 
politics 
earned him a 21-year career in 
Congress, 
died 
today 
losing 
a hard-fought battle against a 
brain tumor 


He was 52. Engle dic'd short­ 
ly after 3 a m. EDT at 
his 
Washington home1 still fighting 
the effects of the tumor that 
forced him to announce his re­ 
tirement from tho Senate. 


Engle put off the retirement 
announcement 
until 
the 
last 
possible moment, always hop­ 
ing to return “ to the job I 
love.” 


His long decline started on 
Aug. 24, 1963, when he under­ 
went a brain operation that left 
him with his right side para­ 
lyzed and his speech impaired. 


Despite urgings that he quit 
the Senate, Engle had refused. 
He said he would be a candi­ 
date for reelection in Novem­ 
ber. But in April he suffered a 
final setback.

Almost 
anybody 
nowadays 
can afford a swimming pool — 
of one kind or another. 
The big bite comes in putting 
a fence around it. 


That's what pool owners in 
Bristol Township. 
Middletown, 
Falls, Lower Makefieid Morris­ 
ville and other municipalities in 
Lower Bucks are discovering. 


And 
that’s 
what 
Newtown 
Borough pool owners will also 


discover when 
a 
new 
zoning 
code adopted Monday night by 
the borough council goes into 
effect in 45 days. 


24 Inches Or More 


The new zoning ordinance in­ 
cludes 
a 
requirement 
t h a t 
fences be erected on all home 
swimming pools with a depth 
of 24 inches or more, with the 
height of the fence no less than 
four feet. 


The 
Newtown 
requirement 
covers “ any and all pools” of 


that depth, including 
so-called 
“ portable” 
swimming 
pools, 
usually made of plastic and sup­ 
ported by metal sides. 


The cost of such pools range 
in price from $12 to $25. Deeper 
pools 
run 
higher, 
some 
into 
three figures 
for 
the 
larger 
“ family size” pools, 


$2-$3 A Foot 
Fences measuring four feet in 
height sell for $2 to $3 per foot, 
installed. 


This means if you were to 


buy a pool (or already own one) 
measuring two feet high and 
eight feet wide, for which you 
may pay $12, the cost of fenc­ 
ing the perimeter of the pool 
would cost you $50 at the least, 
or roughly four times the price 
of the pool. 


Although the Newtown ordin­ 
ance does not specify any re­ 
quired distance for erection of 
the fence from the pool’s edge, 
it is hardly likely that anyone 
would place a fence on the per- 


imetei of the pool without al­ 
lowing walking space. 


Six Times 


Thus, if you were to add two 
fiat between a fence and an 
eight-foot 
pool, 
the 
diameter 
would become 12 feet, giving an 
overall circumference of more 
than 37^ feet. At $2 per foot, 
Uii'> would bring tile cost of the 
fence to about $75, or more than 
six times the cost of the pool.
